Dear  ARSG  Technical  workgroup  - Ron  Borrego  with  AMEC  in  Durango  has  been  talking  with 
a couple  of  us  about  a wetlands  treatment  project  they  have  been  working  on  at  a large  mine 
drainage  site  in  the  San  Juans.  They  have  approached  Kinross  to  fund  a scoping  study  about  how 
this  type  of  wetlands  could  be  utilized  to  deal  with  metal  loading  in  upper  Cement  Creek.
